REVIEW OF AB 749 RELATING TO MASSAGE THERAPISTS AND 
BODYWORKERS AND 460.01 OF THE STATUTES RELATING TO DEFINITIONS 

 
The Board reviewed AB 749.  The companion bill is SB 413, and a hearing is scheduled for 
tomorrow with the Senate Health Committee.  Tom Fonfara, AMTA-WI, said a substitute 
amendment has now been introduced with language that massage therapists would be certified 
rather than licensed.  Currently, massage therapists and body workers are registered. 
 

REVIEW OF AB 615 RELATING TO LICENSURE OF PHYSICAL THERAPY 
ASSISTANTS 

 
The Board reviewed compromise language from the WCA and the WPTA for AB 615.  This 
language is being submitted as an amendment by the WPTA. 
 

MOTION: Laurie Kontney moved, seconded by Shirley Mook, to support amendments 
to AB 615 as follows: “A physical therapist may not claim that the 
manipulation services they provide in any manner represents a chiropractic 
adjustment employed to achieve the result of correcting a chiropractic spinal 
subluxation.”  Adding language to the definition of “diagnosis” that reads, 
“This does not include the making of a chiropractic or medical diagnosis.”  
“A chiropractor licensed under ch. 446 may not claim to render physical 
therapy unless provided by a physical therapist employed by a chiropractor 
licensed under ch. 446.”  Motion carried unanimously. 

 
MOTION: Shirley Mook moved, seconded by Barbara Flaherty, to oppose the proposed 

amendment to AB 615 as written that “a chiropractor licensed under ch. 446 
may claim to render modality based physical therapy services.”  Motion 
carried unanimously. 

 
REVIEW OF PROPOSED CHIROPRACTIC RULES RELATING TO 

PARAPHYSIOLOGICAL SPACE AND THE PRACTICE OF CHIROPRACTIC 
 

The Board reviewed the proposed rules.  The hearing scheduled for March has been canceled and 
has not yet been rescheduled. 

 
REVIEW OF MEDICAL BOARD STATUTES RELATING TO TAKING A LICENSURE 

EXAMINATION ONLY THREE TIMES

draft a rule relating to taking a licensure examination only three times with 
language similar to the Medical Board statutes.  Motion carried 
unanimously.
